Lewis tells an aneedote which merits a special 

page in the annals of prohibition: “For some 
vears I had been getting hard cider from an old 
mountaineer, Lon, the Walking Oak of the Skyline, 
and one day when a newspaper friend and I wer: 
fishing in a stream near Lon’s, that extended tree- 
trunk of humanity told me he had been obliged by 
law to stop selling hard cider. ‘But,’ he murmured in 
a voice that showered the acorns down, ‘] can let vou 
have some fine moonshine.’ 

“*Moonshine is illegal too,’ said my friend. 

““Hell, whispered Lon as another blast rattled 
dry leaves, ‘we ain't obeyin’ no illegal laws.’ ” 

Any man who is a man can be pushed just so far 
by the duty of citizenship. Beyond that he must let 
his personal conscience be his guide. Legalistie di 
hards rail at this assertion of freedom, and attribute 
to it dire effects. Harry Sinelair’s friends held that 
loyalty to a good fellow was a higher virtue than 
respect for the courts. Will Hays didn’t tell the 
investigators all he knew about the bonds given to 
him for the Republican campaign fund, because he 
wasn't asked directly. Private mine guards shoot 
down coal strikers and do not call it murder. Last 
week thousands of gentlemen swore to false income 
tax returns. Tomorrow afternoon thousands of ladies 
in fine motor cars will sneak past the traffie lights. 
Which is the big crime and which the peccadillo? 

It is no fair answer to say that there are so many 
laws that we can’t be bothered with them. The only 
possible answer is in the mountaineer’s phrase. Laws 
providing for taxes, traffic regulation, protection of 
life and property and honest dealing have the respect 
of the vast majority of decent citizens. Even those 
who break them do not deny their validity. The pro 
hibition laws have the contempt of millions. They 
do not represent the judgment and conscience of the 
community. They are in effect illegal laws. And 
it is sappy sophistry to say that we who flout them 
are thereby responsible for the cynicism of Harry 
Sinclair, the rebellion of youth, the corruption of 
elections and the vogue of the gunman.
